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IS FREE SPEECH A MENACE? 



Ed. Note* Because wc felt the topical na- 
ture of this editorial would interest the major- 
ity of the students on the campus, regardless of 
their political viens, v:c reprint it from The 
Varsity, University of Toronto student paper. 

Talk of world peace— a prime topic for dis- 
cusson this mcmoral week — made a long neglect- 
ed appearance in Toronto la»t week when the 
Very Reverend Hewlett Johnson spoke to an 
oven low crowd at Massey Hall Sunday night. 

It was a thoughtful and serious group which 
heard the Dean of Canterbury call for greater 
understanding and tolerance between East and 
West. And although many listeners probably did 
not agree with the Dean's conception of "tol- 
erance" they were eager and willing to hear what 
he had to say. 

Wc have neither Uie time nor the space to 
discuss the validity of Dr. Johnson's re- 
marks here — but the manner in which his pro- 
posed tour was greeted by some groups in this 
country hardly adds any lustre to the Canadian 
conception of tolerance. 

Last, year, when the dean's visa to the United 
States was refused by the State Department, 
many Canadians were indignant at America's 
official display of intolerance. Last week, how- 
ever, Toronto groups — together with others in 
Southern Ontario — burst forth in self-righteous 
protest against the dean's appearance in Canada.

The Knights of 
Columbus were no less vigilant. The IODE, 
which prirles itself on its British connection, 
might be surprised to learn that a soapbox n 
London's Hyde Park offers more freedom of ex- 
pression than is found in IODE circles. 

The president of the Canadian corps, in an 
unwarranted attack on Dean Johnson, added his 
bit to the principles of free speech, while Con- 
troller Balfour eagerly rushed to join the battle 
in his role of saviour against the evils of com- 
munism. 

Others have joined the fray feeling, no doubt, 
that they, and they alone, are fighting the gooil 
fight in the battle of democracy against the red 
menace. Actually they arc doing nothing but in- 
sulting the intelligence of the public by assuming 
that the average citizen is too stupid to hear a 
divergent point of view without succumbing to 
it. 

The poor under-rated "average citizen" in 
the United Slates proved conclusively last week 
that he could think for himself when, exposed to 
a terrific barrage of Republican support by the 
daily press, he voted Harry Truman back into 
the White House for another four years. Is there 
any reason to believe that his Canadian coun- 
terpart is a less independent thinker? 

The Dean of Canterbury will be visiting the 
campus in two days. If his address elicits as 
much interest as was shown Sunday when two 
thousand .people were turned away, a large hall 
will be required.

Schipa 

A cheering audience gave evid- 
ence again that Tito Schipa is still 
one of the world's greatest vocal 
artists. The tenor gave a recital at 
the Plateau Hall on Thursday even- 
ing before a capacity house which 
brought him back for encore upon 
encore. It was this reviewer's op- 
portunity to hear Mr. Schipa since 
the war and it was a thrilling sur- 
prise to discover that Schipa, at 6B 
years of age, is still the master sing- 
er. He is the possessor of a flawless 
technique. His voice is not a great 
voice, indeed, but through his abil- 
ity to use It, Schipa can make his 
listener believe it to be a tremend- 
ous voice. 

He knows the dramatic effect of 
every note, and by contrasting the 
most ethereal pianissimo, during 
which not a listener dure to breathe 
with a sudden blasting forto voce, 
Schipa creates the effect that his 
voice is considerably larger than 
it actually is. He Is an exacting 
artist, the product of a school that 
is all too quickly disappearing in 
this impatient age of ours. It is 
said that no singer has ever match- 
ed Schipa's technique, although 
there have been and are many 
greater voices. But nobody has ever 
aimed at the absolute in perfection 
as has this great artist. 

Mr. Schipa's programme was well 
selected and destined to please a 
varied audience. He sang in Italian. 
French, English and Russian, and 
his selections ranged front lilting 
N'copolitan street songs to famous 
operatic arias. He opened his pro- 
gramme with two arias by Scar- 
latti, following them with Martini's

an artist is an undesirable chal 
longe, for these pieces were not 
"offerings" but achievements, and 
here the critic is relegated to an 
altogether functionlcss position. His 
jottings cannot assail the perform- 
ance itself, but only rcllcct his ap- 
preciation of it. 

The programme was built about 
the entire set of Chopin's twenty- 
four piano preludes, and it was 
only after Brailowsky reached 
tlic.se that he really played from 
the heart of the music. The tension 
of an artist like Brailowsky is pe- 
culiarly adapted to a full render- 
ing of Chopin's genius, above all 
when his accomplished technique 
must subsume tremendous creative 
outbursts of energy, as in the Presto 
Confuoco of final Allee.ro Appas- 
sionato. At other points this tension 
must condense to simulate tranquil- 
ity, and at these points Brailowsky 
was surprising in his calm treat 
ment of preludes as varying in in- 
terpretation as the Andantino in A 
major or the Largo in C Minor. 

Here I sometimes almost resented 
the planists's competence. A genius 
of passion which can release itself 
and play witli abandon, overriding 
the greatest technical challenge, 
may sometimes be at a loss to cre- 
ate when confined within a com- 
paratively simple slow movement. 
Especially 1 felt this with the ear- 
lier pieces, and above all with the 
Andante Molto Expressivo move- 
ment of Bach's Concerto Italien. 
Brailowsky avoided the plasiblc er- 
ror of romanticizing Bach, but

The first article showed that 
World Communism lias become in 
effect two different kinds of power 
in an alliance which is close in one 
place at one time, strained and un- 
easy elsewhere or at another time. 
Thus, the Soviet Union as a vast, 
populous and wealthy national 
state is one kind of power and the

ideas of the West is another. If wc 
grant that this is so and if wc be- 
lieve (as I do) that Communism, as

Firstly, that part of the Com- 
munist power which resides in the 
Soviet Union, as a strong and ag- 
gressive national state, concerns us 
as a purely technical problem. The 
strength and disposition of her 
armed forces, the degree of her 
mobilization, the type and quantity 
of her production for war, these, 
as well as the counter-measures 
considered necessary to maintain 
our comparative strength, are the 
province of our military experts. 
No less than these however, I be- 
lieve that what may be described 
as the liaison activities of the So- 
viet Union with its ally in the so- 
cial conscience of the West; namely 
espionage, treason and the organiz- 
ing of 'protest' activities by its own 
people for its own ends, all these 
are equally problems for the ex- 
pert. Security measures have never 
been greatly assisted by 'witch- 



duct but leave home produce 
alone," except, of course, where 
actual treason is committed. 

The trouble with 'Red-halting' 
is that it is an excellent example 
of the sort of behaviour which has 
resulted in our having 'Reds' to 
'halt'. A democracy should guar- 
antcc lo all its citizens lire, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, nnd 
the right to belong unmolested to 
whatever racial, religious or poli- 
tical minority group they happen 
to be born into or chosse to Juin. 
Whenever a democracy falls 
significantly to do this, you get 
■Reds.' This happened long be- 
fore Marx was born and will, I 
hope, continue to happen when 
Stalin is but a name in a history 
book. 

Now. when these Reds arise, the 
democracy can do one of two 
things. It can 'bait' thorn savagely 
'for their own good' and reproach 



them with ingratitude to the soe 
iety which reared them, or it can 
consider their protest and find it- 
self wanting. But the repression 
and persecution which the first pol- 
icy involves, though not partic- 
ularly 'good' for the 'Reds', is very 
much worse for the democratic soc- 
iety itself. Firstly, it has broken its 
own rules of fair play, which sets 
up a painful conflict within itself 
and in the minds of its decent citiz- 
ens and, secondly, It envenoms and 
drives underground an opposition 
which might have been prepared to 
be constitutional and constructive. 

In the second policy lies the 
only hope of democracy. The 
weakness of the parliamentary 
Communist Party in England 
(holding two scats out of. five 
hundred) must be attributed to 
the canalizing of almost the 
whole energy of 'Reds' protest- 
Marxist, trade union socialist 
and liberals who wanted to get 
something done, for a change — 
Into the ranks of the parliamen- 
tary Labour Party. In London, 
the revolution — and make no 
mistake, it has been a revolution 
— took place quietly and without 
benefit of lamp-posts. As a result 
there is almost no 'Red-baltlng', 
because the 'Reds' who approve 
the form of our government but 
desire changes in its practices (In 
fact, they arc the Govemmnt, but 
I believe that they would act 
analogously if they were In op- 
position) arc sharply distinguish- 
ed from the Moscow 'Reds', who 
would like to kick the whole 
structure to pieces.

His apol- 
ogy docs not remove the possi- 
bility that he is still liable, de- 
spite himself, to abuse his privi- 
leges in the further working 
through of his personal compul- 
sives— here or elsewhere.

Donne: "Any man's death dim- 
inishes mr, because I am Involv- 
ed In mankind; therefore, never 
send to know for whom Ihe bell 
tolls: it tolls for thee."
